County split 
advocated at 
C of C meet

More than 2,000 petitions — each with 
space for 12 signatures — have been dis­ 
tributed calling for an election on the for­ 
mation of Los Padres County as a splitoff 
from Santa Barbara County, a meeting 
of the Lompoc Chamber of Commerce 
was told Wednesday. 
Fifty reservations were made but 
more than 100 showed up to hear propo­ 
nents of the formation of the new county 
tell why they feel the split should take 
place. 
George Crosby, James M. Buchert and 
R Brad Foster of Santa Maria, sponsors 
of the petition, outlined the various ele­ 
ments of a special report on the 
economic feasibility of creating Los 
Padres County. 
The study, undertaken at the direction 
of the Santa Maria Valley Chamber of 
Commerce Governmental Relations 
Committee, compares the proposed 
county with five existing counties on the 
basis of population, assessed valuation 
and size. 
On the basis of this comparison, the 
sponsors feel it would be economically 
feasible to establish a new county that 
would provide better representation for 
the citizens of the new entity, that would 
resolve present north-south county con­ 
flicts and that would offer fiscal 
restraint and tax equity. 
Using a slide presentation, the three 
petition sponsors gave comparative 
statistics for the new county, noting that 
the proposal meets all of the legal 
requirements for the formation of a new 
political entity. 
The proposed county includes the en­ 
tire Fourth and Fifth Supervisorial 
Districts, and a portion of the Third 
District. It encompasses the incor­ 
porated cities of Santa Maria, Lompoc 
and Guadalupe and the unincorporated 
communities of Santa Ynez, Solvang. 
Buell ton. Ballard. Los Olivos. Casmalia. 
Betteravia. Sisquoc, G ary, New 
Cuyama. Old Cuyama. Los Alamos, and 
Orcutt. 
Population of Los Padres County is es­ 
timated at 114.600, leaving 169.000 in 
Santa Barbara County. The new area 
would contain 1.422 square miles, leaving 
1,352 in Santa Barbara County. 
Buchert said that the gathering of 
signatures began on December 10 and 
will end on June 9. It will be necessary to 
obtain 11.245 qualified signatures of 
registered voters in order to bring the 
election about. 
After the signatures are gathered, the 
petition sponsors have 60 days to submit 
them and the county clerk has 30 days to 
verify them 
The governor, notified immediately by 
the Board of Supervisors, must appoint a 
five-member county formation commis­ 
sion within 120 days. The commission 


will study the boundaries, distribution of 
property and debt, economic viability of 
the proposed county, probable revenues, 
source and cost of services, fixing of 
taxes and bonds and separation of the 
county into five supervisorial districts. 
The commission must deliver a report 
to the existing county within six months, 
and the board of supervisors must call an 
election to coincide with whatever is the 
next established election date that is 
more than 74 days from the date the 
commission’s report is received. 
A majority of the voters in both the 
proposed county and the original county 
must approve the separation. A county 
seat and elected officials of the new 
county will be chosen at the same elec­ 
tion. The new county would come into ex­ 
istence on the 91st day after the election 
Buchert noted that Isla Vista resi­ 
dents, in the south county area, have in­ 
dicated they would vote for the split, im­ 
proving the chances for an affirmative 
vote even in the remaining county. 
The petition sponsors said the new 
feasibility study differs from an earlier 
one in that the first one was based on the 
assumption that there would be no reduc­ 
tion in services TTie second study was 
predicated on the fact that a reasonable 
level of services be maintained. 
The new study figures that Los Padres 
County would require 1,010 employes, 168 
fewer than the original study. The 
earlier study figured that property tax 
requirements would be $15 million, while 
the Santa Maria Chamber study figured 
this at $11.6 million The new study 
figures that Los Padres County would 
require a tax rate of $2 88, compared to 
$2.97 in the existing Santa Barbara 
County setup. 
Crosby declared that on fiscal policies, 
the north county is now getting the 
“ short end of the stick " He said the 
south county is underassessed, which 
means that the north county is carrying 
more than its share of the tax burden for 
the whole county. 
Dozens of county-owned buildings 
already located in the north county area 
would be more than adequate to house 
Los Padres governmental offices, Foster 
said, showing slides of each of them. 
It is figured that the election could cost 
as much as $150,000. which would be 
borne by the new county if the split is 
successful, or by the existing county if it 
isn't. 
The speakers said that savings far in 
excess of the election cost will accrue, 
even if the election fails The feasibility 
study has resulted in suggestions for 
numerous economies which would result 
in substantial savings if implemented, it 
was reported 
Under the timetable which began last 
December 10. a vote could come as early 
as two years after the petition-gathering 
began, they said. 
PTA Council to petition 
for limited food sales

Lompoc PTA Council Wednesday 
voted to petition the school board, 
probably in March, for limited sales of 
food on campus — instead of the more 
restricted sales program which had been 
hinted by district officials. 
The broad outline of the action was set 
forth today by Judy Goard, PTA council 
president “ We are going to petition the 
school board on a councilwide basis with 
requests from the individual schools,” 
she said. “ We will ask for a place on the 
agenda for a presentation of our 
requests.” 
Goard emphasized that the individual 
requests would be for only very limited 
sales, as illustrated by one request 
already voiced for the right to sell pop­ 
corn during the showing of a movie every 
few weeks. 
The PTA Council and its 14 member 
units are faced with the loss of about 50 
per cent of the groups' annual income of 
about $20,000-plus as a result of 
guidelines attached to the district s ac­ 
ceptance of federal funds for a food 
program. Federal law requires all dis­ 
tricts begin to serve on nutritional meal 
a day to needy youngsters beginning in 
September. Most districts that have not 
been serving food on a general basis will 
choose to serve food to the entire student 
body in order to protect the identity of 
the indigent youngsters. 
Lompoc Unified School District has 
sought reimbursible funds for up to 100 
per cent of the cost of food service equip­ 


ment The school board must decide soon 
whether to build an entirely new central 
kitchen or to adapt La Mesa School for 
that purpose. Federal law requires 
restrictions on competitive food sales on 
campus for all districts receiving the 
equipment money. 
Goard previously said the council had 
been aware of the fund crisis since the 
beginning of the present school year in 
September. She said members of the in­ 
dividual school PTAs had been discuss­ 
ing the issue in a search for alternative 
sources of revenues. All of the PTA 
funds are returned to the district in the 
form of gifts, grants and relief for needy 
youngsters. 
Goard said any food sales on campus 
between the regular school hours of 7 
a.m. and 4:30 p.m. must have the ex­ 
press sanction of the school board She 
said the members have discussed 
proposals for book fairs (sale of paper­ 
back books), carnivals, sweat shirt 
sales, fun fairs and the sale of I D. 
bracelets as ways in which to shore up 
the council treasury. 
School officials announced some weeks 
ago that they would recommend severe 
restriction on on-campus competitive 
food sales if not outright prohibition in 
order to assure the financial success of 
the federal-district financed food service 
program. There was also the hint that 
the school board might want to seize the 
chance posed by the federal guidelines to 
strike a blow for nutrition and cut down 
if not eliminate the sale of so-called junk 
foods on campus.

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CAIRO, Egypt (U P I) - Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance today held two hours 
of talks with Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Ismail Fahmi on the possibilities of 
renewed Middle East peace negotiations 
this year. 
Vance, cm the second leg of his Middle 
East exploration, found Egyptians ami 
Israelis in broad agreement that the 
peace conference should be held this 
year. 
But according to statements by of­ 
ficials in both governments there con­ 
tinues to be wide disagreement on the 
form of that conference, when it should 
take place and who should be included 
The secretary of state met with Fahmi 


shortly after his arrival from Jerusalem 
where he held similar talks with Israeli 
leaders. Vance was scheduled to hold an 
evening meeting with President Anwar 
Sadat 
Before Vanoe arrived, Fahmi spoke 
with Palestine Liberation Organizaton 
leader Yasser Arafat on the current Mid­ 
dle East situation Arafat arrived late 
Wednesday for his second visit to Egypt 
in three days 
PLO officials insisted that the visit 
was not related to Vance’s mission 
Vance, on his first overseas trip as 
secretary of state, told reporters on his 
arrival in Cairo, “ I come to follow the 
search for peace ”

Aide Gray Davis said he will inventory 
all federal relief programs and also 
plans to meet with President Carter’s 
staff. 
Brown is preparing to join 10 western 
governors and U.S. Interior Secretary 
Cecil Andrus for an emergency drought 
conference Sunday in Denver. Colo 
Colorado Gov Richard Lamm, who 
will co-host the meeting with Andrus, 
said the agenda “ will be flexible so as to 
allow for exchange of information and 
ideas " 
Because of the Denver meeting and 
Davis' Washington trip, the governor’s 
office said he would probably not fufill a 
promise made in San Rafael last Friday 
to come up with some specific state 
guidelines on water conservation this 
week 
Davis said Brown is still awaiting the 
results of a questionnaire sent to major 
water districts in the state. 
In other drought developments around 
California 
— The le g isla tu re studied an 
“ emergency” bill by Assemblyman 
Michael Wornum, D-Mill Valley, requir­ 
ing virtually every water district in the 
state to cut consumption by 25 per cent. 
Wornum said while some districts might 
have to impose rationing, the goal could 
be met voluntarily without undue hard­ 
ship. 
—The North Marin County Water 
District announced rationing similar to 
that which has been imposed on the 
southern part of the county and other San 
Francisco Bay area communities 
—State Health Director Dr. Jerome 
Lackner said grey water—drainage from 
sinks, showers and laundry facilities— 
can be safely used for irrigating lawns 
and gardens if “ reasonable care” is 
taken Lackner noted some counties out­ 
law grey water use and said toilet water 
should not be used

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The House to­ 
day nailed down a $13,000 a year congres­ 
sional pay raise by adjourning until Mon­ 
day, which means the salary hike will 
automatically take effect over the 
weekend 
In an on-again, off-again procedure, 
the House first voted 224-109 to reject a 
motion by Democratic Leader Jim 
Wright that the House adjourn until Mon­ 
day. 
That would have kept the House in ses­ 
sion Friday and Saturday in an effort to 
force a vote on a resolution to disapprove 
the pay raise 


A few minutes later, the House 
reversed that vote, agreeing to the 
adjournment by voice after managers of 
the disapproval resolution made it clear 
they would not allow the measure to 
come to floor regardless how long the 
House was in session. 
Standard Oil 
granted 10% 
value reduction 


The County Assessment Appeals Board 
has granted Standard Oil Company of 
California what appears to be an approx­ 
imate 10 per cent reduction in valuation 
for tax purposes of Standard's on-shore 
and off-shore property in the county, As­ 
sessor William Cook estimated today 
Cook said on the basis of unofficial 
figures provided him prior to the board’s 
statement of findings, that he understood 
the board upheld market valuation of two 
Standard offshore platform operations 
near Carpinteria and had reduced valua­ 
tion in several important j^oduction 
areas in the eastern Santa Maria Valley 
areas. 
Cook said that from figures supplied 
him it appeared that the board had 
reduced overall valuation from about $38 
million to approximately $34.2 million 
and that this might mean that Standard 
could regain approximately $100,000 in 
tax money paid under protest for the 
1975-’76 tax year but that the County 
could keep about $9 million of taxes paid.

The raise will boost the pay for 
senators and congressmen from $44.600 
to $57,500 and raise salaries for federal 
judges and top level government 
employes, including the vice president 
and cabinet members, an average of 28 
per cent It takes effect Sunday without a 
specific vote at disapproval. 


The Senate earlier tabled a disap­ 
proval resolution, thereby preventing a 
vote, so the House is the only hope of op­ 
ponents who object to the large pay hike 
or believe the salary increase should 
take effect only if a public vote is held. 
The House was scheduled to adjourn 
for a three-day weekend today after 
hearing a speech from visiting Mexican 
President Jose Lopez Portillo, and there 
was virtually no chance for a resolution 


disapproving the pay hike to reach the 
floor for a vote. 
So opponents decided to make a last 
ditch protest by forcing a roll call vote on 
adjournment after making it clear they 
consider a vote for adjournment to be a 
vote in favor of the pay raise. 
Despite numerous attempts Wednes­ 
day to stop it, the pay hike was assured 
of taking effect Sunday and being reflect­ 
ed in paychecks starting March 1. 
Opponents called a news conference to 
criticize the House leadership for failing 
to bring the resolution to a vote and ex­ 
press hope the House Rules Committee 
would agree to an emergency meeting to 
vote out the disapproval resolution. 
Rules Committee staffers said, 
however, there were no plans for such a 
meeting. 
Density of future Village 
projects undergoes study

Density of future multiple residential 
projects in Vandenberg Village under 
design regulations underwent discussion 
Wednesday by County Planning Commis­ 
sion members and developer William 
Ebbert in view of questions being raised 
about long-term adequacy of water supp­ 
ly in the community. 
The commission approved Ebbert’s 
final development plan for 24 units on 
Mesa Circle under provisions of the DR- 
14 district (14 units to the acre as max­ 
imum), after county counsel ruled a 24th 
unit was possible in that there was suf­ 
ficient gross area under DR regulations 
When Ebbert said plans were to 
develop four other properties under DR 
regulations in the same area, the ques­ 
tion of density was brought up by Com­ 
missioner Charles Graver. He felt 
county policy in allowing gross area for 
DR density to include the area to the 
centerline of the county roadway to be 
inconsistent with density requirements 
in other zones. 
“ That brings up the water question 
remarked 
Commissioner Stanley 
Radom , who quoted from U S. 
Geological Survey reports of the Lompoc 
Uplands indicating that well water levels 
have dropped substantially since the ear­ 
ly I960 s, with a resultant decline of 
25,000 acre feet of water in that area 
In reply to the various comments, Eb­ 
bert pointed out the design residential 
district gave the county more control 
over development plans for residential 
developm ents, and added that 
“ soundings of our wells have not 
changed three feet up or down” in recent 
years. 
“ The Public Utilities Commission 
wouldn't let us hook up another subdivi­ 
sion if we were water deficient,” he ad­ 
ded. 
But Graver said the PUC was not in 
the business of guaranteeing that “ water 
would remain sufficient’’ in that area or 
any area. 
Commissioner Joan Wells said she was 


“ beginning to feel leery about voting for 
more developments" in Vandenberg 
Village in view of the concerns about 
water She said she felt the commission 
as a whole was vitally concerned “ about 
water and environmental impacts" when 
asked to approve such projects. 
Ebbert told the commission the Park 
Water Co is the main supplier for the 
village area, but did not elaborate 
further on the company’s supply situa­ 
tion 
Ebbert asked the commission how he 
could best go about getting an “ accep­ 
table report” to satisfy the commission 
as to water adequacy. 


He was told that as a first step he sould 
check with the County Water Agency 
Staff 
Commissioner Carol Nash who had of­ 
fered the approved motion for the 24 un­ 
its said she would also confer with Eb­ 
bert further on the water question

County planners support 
zoning enforcement plan

The County Planning Com­ 
mission voted 9-1 Wednesday to 
support a full-scale county zon­ 
ing enforcemtnt program that 
could provide for a maximum 
staff of four persons and cost 
153,437 for the 1976-77 fiscal 
year. 
The 
ten 
com m ission 
members appeared to be im­ 
pressed with the proposed 
program forwarded by assis­ 
tant County Planning Director 
Paul Wack, and the urgency of 
it to meet a reported “ wave of 
violations" due to the fact the 
county currently lacks any type 
of an enforcement program 
Commission members, after 
approving the motion of Com­ 
missioner Stanley Radom to 
back the program and urge the 
county supervisors to vote to 
fund it, said they intend also to 
“ lobby" the supervisors to vote 
for it. 
The lone commissioner 
voting no on the motion, Mrs. 
Don Hamister. said she sup­ 
ported enforcement but felt 
three persons might do an ac­ 
ceptable job. and a reduced 
staff might enable the program 
to be self-supporting, based on 
added revenues expected 
Early approval by the super­ 
visors would give the Planning 
Department time to hire highly 
qualified persons and "gear 
them up for productive ser­ 
vice” by July 1. said Wack. Cost 


of such a staff for seven pay 
periods to end this fiscal year 
would be about $4,319, it was 
stated 
Commissioner Ted Gates said 
he was “ ready to support this 
program." adding, “ I ’m a law 
and order bug." 
Com mission 
chairm an 
Darwin Sainz said he balked at 
adding to county staff, but said 
"without this, we have no 
county government.” 
"If there’s a man who needs 
more help anywhere, it’s John 
Gorin (Planning Department 
chief in the north county)," said 
Commissioner Charis Bratt. 
Other commissioners added 
their comments in favor, and 
solid support was given by 
Deputy District Attorney 
George Bobolia 
Bobolia said without a county 
zoning enforcement detail, his 
office couldn’t bring violators 
to court 
The commission discussed 
the possibility of having Plann­ 
ing Department enforcement 
staffers cite violators in the 
field, but Wack said he felt the 
area was a "sensitive one” and 
a high degree of judgment was 
needed if this were to be done 
Bobolia felt there would be 
"rapid compliance" with the 
sign, mobile home and other 
zoning ordinances once a good 
staff took the field 
One of the key points in the 
proposed program is to have en­ 


forcement persons appointed to 
serve north and south county 
areas separately while also 
doubling up on counter work in 
their respective areas. 
Wack said in this way staffers 
wouldn’t be losing time travel­ 
ing from one end of the county 
to the other as has been done in 
the past 
Wack said the county has 
been operating without a full­ 
time zoning investigator since 
last April, when Richard 
Sherman went down with a 
heart ailment He is awaiting 
action on a service disability 
application. An aide was hired 
several months ago to pick up 
the pieces in the enforcement 
sectio n, but has since 
transferred to another county 
office. 
These two positions and two 
more would be filled under the 
program approved 
As for violations now 
proliferating at an alarming 
rate, Wack said 66 of the 329 
zoning complaints reported to 
the office last year remain un­ 
abated. with 50 more cases 
generated since then. The 
backlog has grown by about 40 
more violations reported since 
Jan. 1 of this year, he said 
Wack said he drew up his 
table of organization based on 
the zoning enforcem ent 
program he headed in Ventura 
County before coming to Santa 
Barbara County.

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Lopez urges U.S. 
adopt 'sensible' 
Latin policy 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Mexico’s President Jose Lopez 
Portillo today urged the United 
States to establish a “ sensible 
hemispheric policy” responsive 
to Latin America’s economic 
and political problems 
In a speech prepared for 
d e liv e ry to the H ouse of 
R epresentatives, Lopez said 
U.S. preoccupation with Cuba 
and the Panam a Canal has 
relegated problem s such as 
alleged human rights repres­ 
sion in Chile to the role of 
“ minor irritant” in Washing­ 
ton’s Latin American policy. 
The late morning speech 
wound up the Mexican leader’s 
four-day state visit. 
“ I seek understanding bal­ 
ance and respect," Lopez told 
the House He stressed impor­ 
tance of the economic aspects 
of U.S.-Latin American policy, 
but the speech contained a 
pointed reference to Chile, 
where the right-wing military 
governm ent is accused of 
political repression 
Lopez said he understands 
why the United States is preoc­ 
cupied with issues such as 
nuclear balance, the arm s race, 
the Middle East. Africa and 
even outer space 
“ But all this seems to in­ 
dicate that, for the United 
States, the basic problems with 
Latin America are limited to 
the negotiations on the Panama 
Canal and the evolution of rela­ 
tions with Cuba The repression 


of human rights in Chile con­ 
stitutes a minor irritant, given 
the reaction of the American 
liberal sector." 
Mexico is the only Latin 
American nation that broke 
relations with Chile’s right- 
wing military government after 
the overthrow and death of 
Socialist president Salvador 
Allende 
“ I am here to remind you that 
our common American conti­ 
nent continues south of the 
border and that it requires from 
your powerful nation the es­ 
tablishment of a sensible policy 
based on efficient mechanism 
in order to eliminate or reduce 
fundamental problem s," Lopez 
said 
Lopez in a veiled criticism of 
U S 
m ulti-national corpora­ 
tions, 
specifically mentioned 
that public interests should 
prevail over private business in 
Washington’s Latin American 
policy 


“The private interests that 
today almost exclusively guide 
this relationship are unable or, 
perhaps unwilling" to attain a 
balanced policy between the 
Americas, he said 


Lopez said despair will set in 
among the weaker and poorer 
developing nations unless the 
United States and the other in­ 
dustrialized powers support the 
Third W orld's search for a 
“ new international economic 
order." 
Higher brackets to 
get less tax rebate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - If 
you make more than $25,000 a 
year, you may not get as much 
out of President C arter’s tax 
rebate plan as you thought 
And if you’re single and make 
more than $13,750, you may ac­ 
tually get a tax increase under 
a last-minute revision Carter 
made in his own program to 
prevent it from benefiting un­ 
married couples 
As the House Ways and 
Means Committee began re­ 
writing the tax aspects of 
C arter’s $31 2 billion economic 
stimulus program, these trends 
quickly emerged 
—Upper income people would 
lose The com mittee voted 17 to 
9 not to give the full $50 per 
person rebate to those making 
more than $25,000 In fact the 
reb a te would “ phase o u t" 
gradually until those making 
$30,000 or more wouldn't get 
anything (Under the phase out 
families and individuals would 
lose $1 of the rebate for each ex­ 
tra $100 of incom e above 
$25,000 ) 
—Welfare recipients would 
gain. The com mittee voted to 
extend the program of $50 
rebates and payments to ap­ 
proximately 11 million recipi­ 
ents of the program of aid to 
families with dependent chil­ 
dren 


—Many single people would 
get a tax increase under a 
change proposed by C arter, 
who revised his own proposal to 
set a flat standard deduction 
Under the original plan, 
everyone could claim the pre­ 
sent maximum standard deduc­ 
tion of $2.400 for singles and 
$2.800 for couples. However, 
Carter changed those figures to 
$2 200 and $3.000 Wednesday, he 
said, to take away some of the 
tax advantage “ sinners" get by 
rem aining single and living 
together rather than getting 
married 
The end result is to charge 
higher taxes to single persons 
who now claim the maximum 
standard deduction Under the 
current 
standard 
deduction 
someone making $13.750 would 
get a standard deduction of 
$2.200, and the maximum $2.400 
standard deduction goes to 
every single person making 
$15,000 
None of the changes made by 
either the com mittee or Carter 
is yet law but if enacted the 
changes would tend to shift the 
rebate and special $50 pay­ 
ments more toward lower in­ 
come persons and would give a 
somewhat larger perm anent 
tax cut to families at the ex­ 
pens«* of middle and upper in­ 
come single persons 


Carter says $ 5 0 rebate 
down-scaling workable 


W ASHINGTON ( U P I) - 
President Carter indicated to­ 
day that a scaling down of his 
proposed $50 income tax rebate 
was “ workable." according to 
the chairm an of the House 
Ways and Means Committee 


Rep A1 UUman. D-Ore . said 
after a White House meeting 
between Carter and com mittee 
Democrats that the President 


did not object to panel changes 
in his plan to give a $50 tax 
rebate to almost all Americans 


The com m ittee, which is 
working on C arter’s $31 billion 
economic stimulus plan, voted 
Wednesday not to provide a full 
rebate to Americans making 
more than $25 000 — and none at 
all to those making more than 
$30.000

A grand jury is now looking 
into allegations that South 
Korea has doled out cash and 
gifts totaling up to $1 million a 
year to members of Congress 
since 1970 to win favorable ac­

The case for a bigger defense 
budget is being presented 
forcefully in unpublicized ar­ 
gum ents, according to d i­ 
plomatic analysts and other 
sources specializing in Chinese 
military affairs 
The argum ents for m ore 
military spending are apparent 
only in between-the-lines inter­ 
pretation of the articles being 
publicized daily for the past few 
weeks in China’s official media 
One of the latest articles, 
b ro a d c a s t W ed n esd ay by 
Shanghai Radio, made a strong 
case for defense cuts 
“ Expenditures on economic 
construction are productive ex­ 
penses.” the article said 
"Expenditures 
on 
national 
defense construction are non­ 
productive expenses They can­ 
not directly increase the wealth 
of society 
“Therefore, streamlining the 
state apparatus and reducing 
m tlitary and adm inistrative 
spending are an important link 
in strengthening economic con­ 
struction ** 
The article acknowledged one 
of the key points being made by 
opponents of reduced defense 
spending — the Soviet military 
threat to China 
"Soviet revisionism has not 
ceased its attem pts to destroy 
us even now. and has posted a 


million troops in areas along 
the borders of our country ... 
“Therefore, it is necessary 
for us to be more effective in 
strengthening our national de­ 
fense ... This is a mission 
entrusted to us by history ’’ 
The key word is “effective." 
The article argues a more ef­ 
fective defense can be achieved 
by first building up the nation's 
heavy industry 


“ Economic construction and 
national defense construction 
are closely associated and are 
mutually benefited. Without a 
modernized industry, there will 
be no m odernized national 
defense." the article declared

vened in Peking earlier this 
month 
Balloonist

was the primary channel for the 
money 
The South Korean investiga­ 
tion is one of two that he 
believes have already taken too 
long. Bell told reporters, and he 
wants to know whv Bell said he 


is “pressing for a conclusion " 
The other case involves FBI 
burglaries in New York 


The Post reported there was 
concern within the department 
that Bell's call for a swift 
handling of the investigation 
might encourage some wit­ 
nesses not to cooperate, think­ 
ing the probe is about to be cut 
off 
Thus far, hundreds of persons 
have been questioned about the 
schem e, including congressmen 
and their aides and some South 
Koreans who reportedly are 
cooperating in the investiga­ 
tions.

parcels. Supervisor Robert 
Hedlund, who voted against the 
extension, said yesterday he 
believes the owners of the 
ranch must present a plan for 
development of the property by 
the end of the year or accept the 
recommended 100 acre rezon­ 
ing. 


Hedlund said preferential 
treatment for the ranch was 
given Monday by Supervisors 
David Yager, Robert Kallman 
and H a rre ll F le tc h e r by 
“ granting a unique con­ 
tinuance." 


He stated he believed the 
ranch in evolving a develop­ 
ment plan should go through the 
normal hearing process. 


" If the ranch does not present 
a plan for normal county 
processing within a probable 
maximum of three months, the 
supervisors will have to either 
rezone as they could have Mon­ 
day to 100 acres or they will 
make a decision unprecedented 
for the county,” Hedlund 
declared. 
"A plan that has not been con­ 
sidered by the Office of En­ 
vironmental Quality, the sub­ 
division committee and the 
planning commission before

LOS AN GELES (U PI) - 
Part of the Palmdale Bulge, a 
miles-long swelling in the 
Mojave desert that set off 
earthquake worries in Southern 
California when it was discov­ 
ered to be rising, is now sink­ 
ing 
Scientists don’t know whether 
that is grounds for relief, irrele­ 
vant or an ominous warning 
Los Angeles County may ask 
the federal government for 
money to study the strange land 
shift, the Los Angeles Times 
reported today. 
The bulge is a recently dis­ 
covered swelling about 10 in­ 
ches high, detectable over a 
kidney-shaped area of about 
4.500 square miles around a 450- 
mile line along the infamous 
San Andreas Fault that triggers 
many California earthquakes. 
County surveyors discovered 
the sinking, noting particularly 
that one permanent surveyor’s 
marking, a brass plaque 
mounted in concrete near 
Palmdale, dropped about 7 in­ 
ches between 1973 and 1976.

Robert O Castle of the U.S.

‘‘Clearly it is a 
reversal of the trend that has 
prevailed since 1955 ” 
Don Anderson, director of the 
Caltech seismological laborato­ 
ry in Pasadena, said the 
mysterious bulge ‘‘could be 
migrating toward the south­ 
east,” like a bubble trapped 
beneath the surface of the 
earth, ‘‘or it could be that the 
bulge is concentrating itself in a 
very localized area 


“ Or again,” he added, “ it 
could be the bulge is simply 
subsiding.” 


There have been reports of 
similar land shifts that preced­ 
ed large earthquakes, particu­ 
larly in Czechoslovakia in the 
1950s and around Niigata, Japan 
in 1964. But scientists could not 


draw definite paralells. noting 
the bulge conditions in many 
ways do not match the descrip­ 
tion of events elsewhere 


Old surveying records indi­ 
cate the bulge zone underwent a 
similar rise and fall between 
1897 and 1914, Castle noted, but 
the next quake, the Tejon 
temblor of 1916, was small On 
the other hand, he said, the 
movement then appeared to be 
connected with the transverse 
mountain ranges, not with the 
San Andreas fault 
The Los Angeles Times 
quoted a scientist, who did not 
want to be identified, as saying 


he “ always felt that if the bulge 
started to go down, and go down 
fast — and I would consider this 
reported subsidence to be fast 
- that we ought to start looking 
at it as closely as we can.”

Uganda reports 'overthrow' trio killed 


KAMPALA. Uganda (UPI) - 
Two government ministers and 
an Anglican archbishop accused 
of plotting to overthrow Presi­ 
dent Idi Amin were killed in a 
traffic accident while trying to 
overpower an arresting officer, 
a government spokesman said 
today. 


The victims were Janani 
Luwum, archbishop of Uganda, 
Burundi and Rwanda; Land and 
Water Resources Minister Lt 
Col ErinayoOryema and Inter­ 
nal Affairs Minister Oboth 
Ofumbi 


The three, implicated by 
Amin in an abortive coup plot, 
were arrested late Wednesday 
but Radio Uganda announced at 
the tim e this was only 
provisional, pending a full in­ 


vestigation. 
A government spokesman 
said the men were traveling 
with their military escort. Maj 
Moses, in a Range Rover when 
they tried to overpower Moses 
and escape 
The spokesman said their car 
collided with a second automo­ 
bile and slid across the road, 
where its roof was crushed 
The three were dead when 
their bodies were pulled from 
the wreckage, the spokesman 
said 
Moses was reported in 
critical condition. 
“ It was a terrible shock to 
everyone.” the spokesman said. 
In neighboring Kenya, there 
was immediate concern among 
church and diplomatic circles 
about the reported accident, es­ 
pecially in a country where, ac­ 


cording to independent as­ 
sessments. between 30.000 and 
300,000 opponents of Amin’s 
rule have been killed or disap­ 
peared in six years. 
Observers in Nairobi said it 
appeared highly unusual to as­ 
sign only one military escort to 
three high-ranking prisoners en 
route for interrogation 
The government said the 
three were arrested after at­ 
tending a meeting in which 
three other alleged con­ 
spirators publicly ‘‘confessed’’ 
their involvement in the coup 
attempt 
At the meeting, some 3.000 
troops loyal to Amin shouted, 
“ Kill them, kill them today ” 
The United States, the CIA, 
Britain and Israel also were 
denounced for their alleged in-

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Pounds and sense 
Wrestling's weighty problem 


By SCOTT OSTLER 
(First of a two-part story) 


Raise your hand if you are definitely starting on 
a diet tomorrow 
Gonna take off those extra 
pounds, but first this one little extra helping of 
mashed potatoes and gravy, and a slice of apple 
pie With ice cream. Tomorrow 
A large percentage of Americans spend much ot 
their lives in frustrated pursuit of a sleek 
phvsique 
We are all trying to look -from the 
waist down at least—like Farah Fawcett or a wide 
receiver for the Cincinnati Bengals. 


Most of us fail, usually from lack of will power 
or motivation. 
This is a story about guys who succeed, using 
will power that is amazing, and methods that are 
som etim es surprising 
They are wrestlers, who share a unique problem 
with jockeys and boxers. In order to perform at 
maximum efficiency, or to get a chance to per­ 
form at all, they must hone their body weight to a 
bare m inimum. 
While w restling has caught on big as a spectator 
sport in m anv areas (it rivals basketball for fan 
appeal in theV alley), few fans know m uch about 
weight control—the benefits, the sacrifice and 
dedication required, and, at tim es, the reckless 
disregard for health involved 


“ This is a very, very sensitive subject,” said 
Cabrillo coach Dave Long, when asked for his 
views on cutting weight. Both Long and Lompoc 
coach Rodger W arner expressed concern about 
the potential negative im pact of an article, if not 
properly done, on the subject 
At its best, cutting weight m eans that a w restler 
is in better condition, has a healthier diet, and 
learns m ore m ental and physical self-discipline 
than 99 per cent of his classm ates. 
At its w orst, cutting weight m eans potentially 
dangerous m ethods such as use of diet pills, 
diuretic pills, “ w hites.” laxatives; throwing up 
meals, use of saunas (illegal in high school), and 
outright starvation 
Weight control is a m ajor problem in the life ot 
a high school w restler and his parents ‘ says a 
handout on the subject Long has prepared for his 
w restlers and their parents 


“ It’s the worst part of the sport; the hardest,” 
says Erwin Goldbloom, a state representative to 
the national wrestling rules committee. 
But strict weight control is necessary to main­ 
tain the com petitive balance so essential to the 
sport. 
Let’s take an average boy. He weighs, say, 160 
pounds before going out for wrestling. In order to 
be competitive, he will have to gradually drop 
anywhere from five to 25 pounds to get to a weight 
class (there are 13) where he can compete. 
Otherwise, he would be a frustrated 160-pounder 
wrestling against trimmed down 180-pounders. 
Once wrestlers trim off the excess poundage, 
usuallv by working out and careful dieting, most 
are still one to 10 pounds over wrestling weight 
Those pounds are cut by dehydration in the 24 to 48 
hours prior to every weigh-in.

Cutting weight, either by limiting caloric intake 
or by limited dehydration, is not dangerous or 
harmful, per se, even for guys who looked pretty 
trim to begin with. 
“ Even little skinny guys have excess fat on 
their bodies." says Vaughan Hitchcock, coach of 
the nationally rated Cal Poly Mustangs “We ve 
gotta burn it off.” 
Some wrestlers drop only a few pounds from the 
start of training to wrestling time Others drop 
more Benje Williams, former Cabrillo star now 
at Cal Poly, weighs about 155 pounds in the off­ 
season He wrestles at 134 
The crucial factor in cutting weight is deciding 
just how much weight can be safely lost, and 
how—and then doing it 
“ A great many wrestlers go about getting down 
to their best fighting weight by using very poor 
methods,” says Hitchcock. “The effects can be 
harmful." 
Chris Pickett, a Lompoc High sophomore, went 


out for the wrestling team this year weighing 
about 155. After a look around at the competition, 
he figured his best shot would be at about 135 
pounds. 
So he cut weight, fanatically, by simply eating 
and drinking almost nothing. 
In this case, the decision to drop that much 
weight was all Pickett’s. His parents and coach 
Warner, who advocates a well-balanced diet, 
showed concern, but Pickett insisted he was OK. 
To make weight for weigh-ins, he would run five 
miles in a rubber “sauna suit" the day before a 
match, then take a sauna bath (against high 
school rules). Then he would run again and hit the 
sauna again, all on his own, the morning of weigh- 
ins. 
L. 
. . . 
Soon his hair started falling out, his skin began 
splitting, his vision became blurry and he was 
constantly fatigued, falling asleep in classes. He 
would come home from practice and go to bed 
without talking to anyone 
“God. he got grouchy," said his mother, who 
became increasingly alarmed 
A doctor was 
called in and the diagnosis was malnutrition 
Forced to rest and eat (no junk foods), he was 
back to 152 pounds in four days. Luckily, he had no 
permanent body damage. 
“He should have known better, because a friend 
of his (not at Lompoc) got bad like that a couple of 
years ago," said Pickett's mother. “ But he’s a 
very determined kid." 
Pickett’s case is a rare and extreme example. 
At Lompoc and Cabrillo, and at most schools, 
coaches council their wrestlers on proper nutri­ 
tion and weight control, and on safe and accepted 
methods of cutting weight. 
It is generally agreed that a boy can lose three 
to seven per cent of his body weight by dehydra­ 
tion for a short period of tim e (one or two days 
prior to a match) without harm to the body 
“ When you’re cutting water, you don’t feel too 
chipper." says Benje Williams “But after the 
weigh-in you rehydrate and you feel 100 per cent 
better almost im mediately." 
The one universally accepted method for ac­ 
complishing this loss is good old honest exercise 
and sweat, with no compensatory liquid intake.

Finally cam e the dinner, served from the third-base dugout, 
at a long table seating 34 tuxedoed and evening-gowned 
guests between second and third base 
The meal was prepared by chefs flown in from Dallas and

But sometimes that isn’t sufficient, so some wrestlers oc­ 
casionally look for other methods. As Tim Boatwright, 
former Lompoc wrestler now competing for Hancock, puts 
it: “No matter what the coach says, you gotta make 
weight." 
One popular method, accepted by many coaches and 
frowned upon by others, is spitting. Candy or gum is used to 
speed up the process. 
“Spitting is the last straw," says Mark Hall, former 
Cabrillo wrestler now a teammate of Boatwright at Han­ 
cock “You do that when nothing else works." 


i'd rather have them spit it off than run it off,” says 
Long, who wants his wrestlers to conserve energy before a 
match “They might spit off a quarter to a half pound within 
a half-hour period. There’s nothing wrong with that.". 
Hitchcock of Cal Poly says, “It’s not dangerous, but it’s 
not very sanitary If I see one of my wrestlers spitting. I kick 
him in the tailbone." 
“Some do it, but I don’t like it,” says Lompoc coach 
Warner, a recent national-class wrestler. “ If they’re real 
tired and just a quarter pound or so over, OK, but I don’t like 
to see any of our wrestlers spit. A wrestler should take pride 
in himself and work it off." 
It is possible to spit off six pounds in one day, wrestlers 
maintain. 
“I spit off four pounds one time," says Donnie Scruggs, 
former Lompoc and Hancock wrestler “ I chewed about $2 
worth of lifesavers.’’

Another favorite dehydration method is the sauna. High 
school rules forbid the use of saunas, due to the danger of 
over-dehydration, but the rule is often ignored 
Mark Hall was and is a sauna fan. 
“ They (the coaches) know that guys use a sauna." claims 
Hall “They would never tell you to use it They would tell 
you to get the job done They would kind of look the other 
way " 
Long says, “I do not in any way encourage the kids to use 
the saunas I want my kids healthy and alert, not dragged 
down by artificial means " 
Yet he admits that it is not easy to stop a wrestler from us­ 
ing a sauna on his own time Several Lompoc and Cabrillo 
wrestlers make regular use of an off-campus sauna to shed 
pre-match pounds 
Saunas are legal in college, and often used, according to 
Williams. 
“On road trips, you might have 30 minutes to make weight, 
and you’re a pound over. If it’s snowing, you can’t run out­ 
side In a sauna, you can lose it in 15 minutes.” 
Scruggs claims some wrestlers get a sauna effect at night 
by sleeping in their plastic sauna suits with their electric 
blankets turned up 
Probably the quickest form of weight loss is sometimes 
used by wrestlers who like to have their cake and eat it too 
"My stomach would get really small from cutting weight 
and it would hurt." says Kris Andrews, former Cabrillo 
wrestler and now an assistant coach at the school. “So I’d 
eat to satisfy my hunger, then throw up One time I ate a big 
steak dinner at home, then I went into the bathroom to throw 
it up and my parents came in and caught me They called 
Long and talked to him I got in big trouble." 
Mark Hall also used this method 
I 
"Long always told us that it was bad for you He d get real 
mad if he found out you did it Sometimes I'd break down and 
eat. say, a cookie Then I’d say to myself. ‘Oh, no. I shouldn’t 
have done that.’ then I’d throw up But I only did that a cou­ 
ple times "

Lead shot 
poisoning: 
totals low 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The lead poison theory is sink­ 
ing out west, but steel instead 
of lead shot may still become a 
reality by 1978 for shotgunners 
on the crowded duck marshes in 
the Pacific Flyway. 
The U.S. Department of 
Interior has launched a national 
program to combat waterfowl 
lead poisoning among birds 
they fear are injesting shot off 
the bottom of marshes instead 
of gravel for use in their giz­ 
zards to grind up food The idea. 
say federal officials, is to sub­ 
stitute non-toxic steel for the 
lead shotgun pellets that gun­ 
ners rain by the ton into water­ 
fowl marshes. 
But early estimates of the in­ 
cidence of fatal lead poisoning 
among ducks far exceed the 
known facts The latest scientif­ 
ic findings among the some 10 
million ducks wintering each 
year in California indicates that 
lead poisoning is at best, in­ 
cidental. 
Actual confirmed lead poison­ 
ing deaths during 1974-’76 
amounted to 150 birds on 
California's 14 national wildlife 
refuges and eight state wildlife 
management areas, says a 
report from Ken M oore, 
w ild life b iologist for the 
California Department of Fish 
and Game 
Initial estimates from state 
officals indicated that 2.000 to 
5.000 waterfowl would succumb 
to lead poisoning 
Estimates 
the Interior based its regula­ 
tions on were prepared by Dr 
Frank C 
B ellrose of the 
Museum of Natural History and 
the University of Illinois, who 
put the California loss at from 
200.000 to 300.000 each year 


Moore has spent the past two 
years studying the lead prob­ 
lem and in a paper he presented 
at a February meeting of the 
Western Section of the Wildlife 
Society in San Jose, Calif., he 
said that each one of Califor­ 
nia’s 22 waterfowl areas would 
have to lose 100 waterfowl daily 
from lead poisoning during the 
four month wintering period to 
reach the Interior s estimated 
losses 


That just isn’t happening, he 
said 


"You just don’t see that many 
dead ones out there," added 
Bill Clark, wildlife pathologist 
for the state DFG 
"We’ve 
had crews and air boats out 
there looking and we just can't 
find ’em 


To determine levels of in­ 
gested lead shot, Moore ex­ 
amined the gizzards of 3,799 
trapped, hunter and disease 
killed birds He found less than 
eight per cent contained ingest­ 
ed lead pellets. 


Rod & Gun 
Salmon waiting 
for cold water 


Last Saturday, the first day of 
the salmon season, turned out 
to be one of the worst opening 
days in recent history. Both 
Avila and Sea Landing of Santa 
Barbara reported poor fishing 
on Saturday as well as Sunday. 
With such discouraging results, 
neither operation has sent out 
salmon boats the past week. 
Sea Landing caught four fish 
on opening day, while Avila 
caught two fish for both Satur­ 
day and Sunday Out of Fort San 
Luis. 150 boats went out and 
brought back 21 salmon 
High w ater tem perature, 
most experts agree, is the 
cause for the poor showing. 
Salmon like the water at 55 
degrees and the current water 
temperature is 60 outside of San 
Luis, and about 66 outside of 
Santa Barbara. 


O therw ise, with salm on 
fishing a bust, the anglers are 
forced to be content with ex­ 
cellent rockfishing 
With weekly plants, trout 
fishing at Lake Cachuma is still 
at a premium TTie best bet is 
always from the shore nearest 
where the fish were dumped in, 
using salmon eggs or cheese. 
Bass fishing around the 
shoreline produced some nice 
strings over the weekend, and 
with the weather as it is now. 
this weekend forecast is very 
good 
Despite the lack of rain this 
winter. Cachuma will have no 
serious problems coping with 
the low water level. All boat 
ramps are well below the water 
line 
Lopez Lake is experiencing a 
slow sp ell, despite being 
planted recently. A few good 
sized bass have been taken, but 
they are few and far between 


How to start the new year off 
on th e w ron g fo o t w as 
demonstrated by 392 persons 
who were arrested in January 
for violating state fish and 
game laws in inland areas of

Jacket burn presents 
patchw ork problem s

P o lly’s Problem 


D EAR PO LLY — I have a brown slip-on unlined nylon 
jacket About a year ago I burned a good sized hole in 
one sleeve with a too-hot iron I cut a piece from the in­ 
side lap by the zipper and put it on as a patch using a 
gauze type iron-on adhesive patching material It looks 
very shiny, stiff and smeary looking, and the more I iron 
it the worse it looks.

WASHINGTON (U P Il - 
Jimmy Carter’s campaign pro­ 
mise to protect the environ­ 
ment will be tested this year 
when he is caught between the 
high expectations of conser­ 
vationists and the growing de­ 
m ands of A m ericans for 
energy. 
Carter appears to be the most 
conservation-conscious 
presi­ 
dent to take office since Lyndon 
Johnson stalked the White 
House turning out lights. But 
unemployment and the econo­ 
my clearly will be Carter's first 
concerns when he takes office, 
and there are powerful pres­ 
sures present to counter­ 
balance his wish to preserve the 
environment. 
It is hard to predict whether 
Carter will try to “set a tone” 
of environmental concern or 
will be an activist seeking to 
clean up America's air. water 
and strip-mined lands But if 
the new president tries to re­ 
main neutral on some of the is­ 
sues, efforts will be made to 
force his hand 
i don't think any of us are 
naive enough to feel we’re not 
going to have fights with him as 
w did with Nixon or Ford," said 
Brock Evans of the Sierra Club 
‘ But we (environmentalists) 
do expect more access and 
more consideration and better 
decisions.

That one night offreezing 
weather damaged or destroyed 
all 900 million coffee trees in 
the southern Brazilian state of

The frost affected 73 5 per 
cent of Brazil’s 1976 coffee crop 
and slashed the harvest to 6 4 
million sacks (of 132 pounds 
each) from an expected 28

The loss was total, and was 
the major event in a series of 
natural disasters and political 
turmoil that would reduce the 
1976 world coffee supply by 
roughly 14 per cent and make 
Schauff and his fellow growers 
very rich men 
But now with coffee ap­ 
proaching $3-a-pound. there is 
talk of a consum er coffee 
boycott and some countries, 
notably Colombia, fear that a 
b o y co tt m ay h u rt th e ir 
farmers 
The frost in Brazil, the 
largest producer of coffee and 
supplier of 60 per cent of all 
U S coffee imports, disrupted 
international coffee markets 
and triggered an almost instant 
rise in American coffee prices 
Ten days after the frost. 
General Foods, the largest U S 
coffee wholesaler, boosted 
prices on ground coffees by 20 
cents a pound. Other processors 
promptly brought their pricing 
in line with the industry trend 
setter 
On the heels of the Brazilian 
frost. M other N ature and 
human nature joined to shrink 
the 1976 world supply of coffee 
to an estimated 45 5 million 
bags from 53.3 million in 1975 
and push coffee prices to record 
levels 
— Rains and floods destroyed 
roughly 20 per cent of the coffee 
crop in Colombia, the world’s 
second largest producer 
— The war in Angola, a major 
supplier of the U S instant cof­ 
fee market, led to a ban on its 
exports to the Free World 
— The February 1976 earth­ 
quake in Guatemala disrupted 
delivery to suppliers 
— Coffee shipments from 
Uganda are hampered by tran­ 
sportation problems, and leaf 
rust is threatening 10 per cent 
of Nicaragua's crop. 
The heat was on in the 
kitchen, the supermarket shelf, 
and the restaurant Each new 
round of price hikes made the 
morning coffee mystique more 
of a luxury. U.S. consumers 
grumbled but continued to buy 
even when wholesale prices 
broke through the $2-a-pound 
mark in July 1976 
By late December, the U S 
consumer, finding cofee a hard 
habit to kick, learned prices 
would top the $3-a-pound mark 
in early 1977 Breaking the $3 
barrier apparently was too 
much for the psyche of the 
nation s coffee drinkers 


Elinor Guggenheimer, com­ 
missioner of consumer affairs 
for New York City, spearhead­ 
ed a national boycott of coffee 
and called for a 50 per cent 
reduction in consumption to 
drive down prices 


Christine Sullivan, Massa­ 
chusetts' top consumer affairs 
official, asked consumers to cut 
coffee drinking in half (or the 
next four months to protest 
prices 


Supermarkets jumped on the 
boycott bandwagon, exhorting 
consumers to switch to tea, 
cocoa, or natural juices Major 
retail grocery chains in Chicago 
announced a 45-day price freeze 
on coffee 
Housewives in Michigan and 
Connecticut who led a revolt 


“It showed what a mockery 
all this violence in hockey is,” 
said Gosselin, “ how goons 
could win by beating the devil 
out of people.”

Before the frost, growers like 
Marcos Schauff received $33 to 
$44 for a 132-pound sack Today 
they are getting $200 And each 
time the world price of coffee 
increases by one U S cent, it 
means $8 million more for 
Colombia, sources said 
U S Department of Agricul­ 
ture economists said world cof­ 
fee production is unlikely to 
return to normal until the 1979- 
BO season and predicted retail 
coffee prices will set new 
records in 1977 
Camillo Calazans, president 
of the Brazilian Coffee In­ 
stitute said coffee prices would 
rem ain high through 1977 
“because Brazil’s harvest is go­ 
ing to be small and because 
Brazil's stocks are rapidly 
dwindling ” 
The only near-term solution 
to the coffee crisis rests with 
U S coffee drinkers, who con­ 
sume about 42 2 per cent of the 
world's traded coffee

Appointments 


G o v e r n o r B r o w n took 
another bold step recently in 
naming the first woman as 
California’s chief justice. The 
c u r r e n t 
S e c r e t a r y 
of 
Agriculture and Services and 
the first woman Cabinet 
member in state history, Rose 
Bird, was nominated along 
with Wiley W. Manuel, a 
black, to the high tribunal. It 
was the first nomination of a 
black for the position. 
The appointment of Manuel 
has evoked nothing but 
favorable c omm e n t from 
political and legal circles. The 
appointment of Ms. Bird is ex­ 
pected to elicit some opposi­ 
tion. 
We believe the governor 
should have wide latitude in 
making such important ap­ 
pointments but we do ques­ 
tion, along with others, the ap- 
p o i n t m e n t of Ms. Bi r d 
primarily on the basis of lack 
of judicial experience. 
Ms. Bird has had little ex-

perience as a lawyer serving 
briefly as a public defender, a 
law school professor and a 
clerk to the chief justice of the 
Nevada Supreme Court. There 
are those who argue that 
judicial experience is not 
necessary. 
“Generally chief justices do 
not have a great deal of 
judicial experience,’’ Gover­ 
nor Brown stated. “On the 
national level, the most ob­ 
vious example was Earl 
Warren.“ 
The argument on the other 
side is that perhaps that lack 
of judicial experience in high 
court appointments is the 
reason why justice, at times, 
appears to be so fouled up in 
this country. 
It is quite apparent that 
Governor Brown's appoint­ 
ments will stand. We feel 
strongly that the choices were 
made primarily based on 
political considerations and, in 
our opinion, that's not right.

WASHINGTON — In somber secrecy, 
Congress will investigate the ultimate 
terror: the danger that the crazies might 
get their hands on nuclear explosives and 
use them to blackmail nations. 
We have warned in past columns that 
terrorist groups are actively seeking 
nuclear 
weapons.

Government 
commandos, testing the security, have 
been able to break into more than one 
nuclear warehouse. We have also ob­ 
tained pictures taken at close range of 
nuclear bombs in Hawaii. If terrorists 
had 
s n e a k e d as c l o s e as the 
photographers, they could easily have 
overwhelmed the sentries and stolen the 
bombs 
N ow th e H o u s e S c i e n c e and 
Technology subcommittee, .headed by 
Rep. James Scheuer, D.-N.Y., will in­ 
vestigate this terrifying problem. In a 
confidential outline of the probe. Scheuer 
says the subcommittee will explore the 
establishment of “international telecom­ 
munication networks for .. control of in­ 
ternational terrorism, including nuclear 
theft.” 
The investigation will focus on the 
vulnerability of nuclear material to 
theft, the possibility that homemade 
nuclear bombs can be fabricated, the 
danger that radioactive material can be 
spread by using conventional explosives 
and the threat that terrorists might blow 
up nuclear power plants. 
Nuclear plants are now located in 20 
countries, from Argentina to Pakistan. 
Terrorist sabotage could spread the 
radioactive poison helter skelter. 
The subcommittee hopes to establish 
cooperation among the nuclear powers 
to keep doomsday weapons out of the 
reach of international terrorists and pos­ 
sible underworld extortionists. 
Hesitant steps have been taken by the 
United Nations, and diplomatic ap­ 
proaches have been made to arrange 
nuclear safeguards. But Scheuer con­ 
tends that the awesome problems “have 
not yet been adequately addressed.” 
Footnote The Defense Department is 
slowly, quietly tightening security 
around its nuclear arsenals. Ground sen­ 
sors. infra-red cameras, metal detectors 
and other electronic monitors are being 
developed to guard the approaches. In­ 
side the arsenals, an elaborate iden­ 
tification system will be put into effect.

The canisters containing nuclear 
material will also be wired with 
electronic devices that should trap 
potential thieves. And a customized, 
bullet-proof van has been developed for 
transporting nuclear material. 
CHEAP ENERGY: Suddenly, the 
federal energy establishment is serious­ 
ly looking for quick, cheap energy from 
such sources as the sun, wind and 
vegetation. 
In the past, the Energy Research and 
Development Administration has con­ 
centrated on dev elo p ing a high 
technology, which stresses huge electric 
plants, gas pipelines and nuclear power. 


But one distinguished scientist. Amory 
B. Lovins, recently contended that less 
expensive, decentralized and safer alter­ 
natives could meet the nation's energy 
needs by the year 2025. His views have 
provoked so much debate inside ERDA 
that the outgoing administrator. Robert 
Seamans, asked for an analysis 


He got back a candid memo, which he 
would have considered sheer blasphemy 
only a few months ago. The memo 
acknowledges that the United States has 
overemphasized high-cost methods of 
harnessing energy, involving huge 
capital investments. 


“ About 75 per cent of ERDA’s 
resources go into electricity-producing 
technologies,” states the memo. Yet 
electricity “currently accounts for only 
about 11 per cent of end-use demand.” 
The decentralized production of power 
and heat, the analysis admits, would be 
“cheaper in fuel and capital than the 
generation of electricity in large 
centralized plants.” 


By 1985, decentralization could save 
$20 to $50 billion in capital expenses and 
two to three billion barrels of oil a day. 
ERDA hasn’t placed a high enough 
priority on decentralization, the memo 
concedes. 
Footnote: A spokesman told us that 
ERDA is increasing its interest in alter­ 
nate forms of energy and that Lovins has 
now been hired by ERDA as a consul­ 
tant WASHINGTON WHIRL: Attorney 
General Griffin Bell has received his 
first secret briefing on the South Korean 
bribery scandal. He was told that new­ 
spaper stories have blown the scandal 
out of proportion and that the Justice 
Department hasn’t yet developed enough 
evidence to prosecute many congres­ 
smen Some promising leads, however, 
are still being pursued. Bell instructed 
his subordinates to expedite the in­

— We recently reported that Chilean 
exile leader Orlando Letelier’s briefcase 
was salvaged after he was blown up in 
his automobile.

Washington Calling by Marquis Childs 
Reorganizing the 
government 
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W A SH IN G TO N 
- 
P r o m i s e s , 
promises, promises, of all those thrown 
out in the Carter campaign none is more 
strewn with pitfalls than the pledge to 
reorganize the federal government. At 
one point candidate Jimmy Carter said 
he would cut the number of bureaus from 
150 to 20, citing his experience as gover­ 
nor of Georgia which, 
the record shows, 
seems to have been sl­ 
ightly exaggerated 
Asking Congress for 
a u t h o r i t y 
to 
reorganize. President 
Carter has already run 
into stiff opposition. 
C h a i r m a n 
J a c k 
Brooks of the House 
Government 
Opera­ 
tions committee with 
his own reorganization 
plan is out to block the 
chief executive in a 
classic Hill vs White 
House conflict that 
came early on in view 
of the fact that both 
branches are now held by the same 
party. 


While this may be overcome with an 
acceptable compromise there is a far 
more serious reason why reorganization 
of the vast federal structure is likely to 
founder in long drawn-out futility. That 
is the fact that a highly difficult and 
complex operation is being undertaken 
by amateurs with little or no knowledge 
of the minefield they must cross. 
Presumably a sizable share of the 
responsibility falls on the new director of 
the Office of Management and Budget, 
Bert Lance. An Atlanta banker and long­ 
time Carter ally, Lance comes to 
Washington with no background in the 
intricacies and infighting of the capital. 
So far as reorganization is concerned, he 
has a pitifully small and inadequate 
staff. 
The new cabinet officers are, with one 
or two exceptions, in the same position. 
Joseph Caiifano, head of Health. Educa­ 
tion 
and Welfare, has an expert 
knowledge of government out of his 
years in the White House under Lyndon 
Johnson At the same time, however, he 
must deal with the giant of them all His 
p r e d e c e s s o r s 
f a c e d 
w ith 
th is 
bureaucratic monstrosity have been 
content with gestures at the top that 
have hardly been felt by the rank and file 
down below 
The man most likely to succeed is 
James Schlesinger. who heads up the 
energy operation He is reported to have 
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put together already his own plan for 
bringing to a single focus the 40 or more 
agencies that directly or indirectly deal 
with energy 
Briefly head of the CIA. where he did 
his own job-cutting operation, and then 
Secretary of Defense. Schlesinger is in­ 
tensely ambitious. His abrupt dismissal 
by President Ford only served to feed 
that ambition. Invited by Peking to visit 
China, he saw probably more of Chinese 
military preparedness than any foreign 
visitor 
On his return, he went to Plains for a 
lengthy session with Carter. The 
president-elect was said to have been 
greatly impressed with the man and his 
presentation. 
TheChinese. of course, had their own 
motive for inviting Schlesinger and 
allowing him to bring with him traveling 
companions of his own choosing. In this 
way they were showing their sympathy 
with his nuclear policy which had put 
him at odds with former Secretary of 
State Henry A, Kissinger. It was one 
more demonstration of Peking’s fear and 
hatred of the Soviet Union. 
I would give long odds that energy was 
not Schlesinger’s first choice in the new 
administration He is said to have aimed 
privately at the State Department. But if 
he can tame the energy dragon against 
the background of this fearful winter, he 
will be in a position to move on if there is 
an opening And he has an advantage in 
that his office is in the White House 
where he is close to the president. 
Reorganization cannot be done with a 
meat axe. The perfectly obvious fact 
that the federal establishment is 
overgrown, top heavy and obsolescent in 
certain brandies does not mean that 
wielding an axe will produce both 
economies and greater efficiency 
The 
interlocking 
directorships 
between Congress and the bureaucracy 
is one reason the task is so formidable. 
Even the smallest division remote from 
the public gaze has its Congressional 
defenders ready to resist cutbacks. 
The first stpes, such as cutting out a 
few assistant secretaryships, are easy 
enough. The pruning of wasteful br­ 
anches. removing the dead wood, is 
where the difficulty begins. In the 
bureaucratic game are many experts at 
the gentle art of foot dragging. 
Failure to trim the establishment and 
produce economies will tell against 
Carter 
He proclaimed in one speech 
after another that he would be Jack to 
bring down the overgrown bean stalk of 
government. But it is not quite as simple 
as that and the means to work this tran­ 
sformation are as yet not visible

Water 
bonanza 


Tuesday’s Graphs column on the use of 
“Grey Water” elicited a telephonic 
response from Judy Drake of North Z 
Street. She said she is a biologist by 
profession and is visibly disturbed by the 
apparent lack of common sense in mat­ 
ters of construction. 
For exam ple she 
points out that home 
heater ducts should be 
located as near the 
floor as possible since 
h ea t r i s e s . Many 
homes, she said, have 
the ducts in the ceiling 
where the heat rises 
upward through the 
roofs and not through 
the rooms which need 
the heat. 
She also points out 
that dishwater can be 
used to flush the toilet 
and thus save about 
five gallons of fresh 
water with each flush. 
She also had a ques­ 
tion that I couldn’t answer. She wants to 
know what is being done to require new 
home developers to improve design with 
water and gas conservation in mind. 
Here are some bits of information on 
the subject conveyed by Bill Cruse, 
genial city building department official: 
New state requirements to be im­ 
plemented this year mandate water sav­ 
ing toilets. The new design will require 
three gallons of fresh water instead of 
the current requirement of 41* to 5 
gallons 
There are also new laws upcoming 
which will eliminate gas pilot lights and 
substitute electric ignition. Another code 
improvement will require six inches of 
insulation in ceilings and four inches of 
insulation in walls. Most existing homes 
have no insulation at all. according to 
Cruse. And of course, all this is for new 
construction and is not retroactive for 
existing homes. 
Aside from these developments, there 
are other questions and some of them 
are posed by Cruse himself. For exam­ 
ple. one of the biggest water users, in his 
view is the kitchen sink garbage disposal 
unit that can’t or shouldn't be run 
without water. 
Cruse also questions how homeowners 
can successfully and safely capture 
water from bathtubs and get it to 
parched gardens 
That latter concern was involved in 
Tuesday’s column. 
Tuesday I received a newspaper clipp­ 
ing in the mail from Bill Jopling, chief of 
the State Health Department’s waste 
division. The clipping is of an article on 
grey water use published In the Dally 
Californian and written by Nancy 
Shinabargar 
The article is too lengthy to reproduce 
in full here, but it does place grey water 
u s a g e on a r e s p e c t a b l e b a s is. 
Shinabargar says. “ Recently, the Marin 
county Municipal Water District urged 
that county residents use wastewater for 
outside gardening watering.” 
There are some dos and don'ts which 
she received from Bob Ayers, a soil and 
water specialist for the UC Davis 
agricultural extension service. Again the 
details are too involved to quote in full. 
One shouldn’t use detergents or soaps 
that contain borone or borax and bleach, 
as used in home washing machines can 
be damaging to plants 
Gardeners should also try to pour the 
grey water on the ground a few feet 
away from the trunks of trees and shrubs 
and not right around the trunks or stems. 
I recall my grandmother and her thrice* 
daily ritual of walking around her yard, 
pouring dishwater on her rose bushes. 
There is also a brief description of the 
siphon method that can be used to convey 
the grey water from storage containers 
to the plants and trees Readers who are 
interested, can contact Ayers at Davis. 
All this comes at a time when Gov.
